DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to claims filed 4/9/09. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 16, 22-29, 31 and 32 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
applicants arguments filed 4/9/09 were persuasive. The prior art of record does not 
teach or suggest, alone or in combination, a central shaft with an annular balloon 
support means fixed to and extending from the shaft, the balloon support mean is a 
cylindrical sleeve spaced radially from and surrounding the central shaft; whereby in 
use, the central shaft retrieves a stent and the balloon inflates to compress the stent 
and remove both the stent and the device together. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
